NEEDLESS ANXIETY 

There is a lot of anxiety in an ed- 
itorial recently in the Baltimore Sun, 
which apparently fears the possibility | 
sooner or later, Great Britain — 
will assume an attitude that, if other | 
pewers treat their debts lightly, why 
should she take them seriously, | 

The paper says: 

While France goes merrily for- 
ward, regardless of unfunded 
debt, our other war debtors, not- 
ably Great Britain, are continuing 
to dig down to make their  pay- 
ments. That they will see justice 
in doing so indefinitely while 
France remains iccalcitrant is not 
to be expected. 

The Baltimore Sun may rest assur- 
ed that British debts will all be paid 
without reference to what any other 
country may do. Britain has been 
satisfied to cancel debts due to her, 
but with regard to what she owes 
the United States or anyone else she 
asks no favors. It may not have been 
‘‘business’’ but it was an act of gal- 
lantry, this cancellation of debts. It 
helped to raise some other war-stun- 


this same Great Britain, with some- 
thing like a fighting chance. 

Mr. Baldwin and all his colleagues, 
all his rivals, all his contemporaries, 
have repeatedly assured the world that 
British debts will be paid. The latest 
assurance to be recorded is that of Mr. 
Ramsay MacDonald, who, speaking 
before the Canadian Club at Vancouv- 
er, said: 

“<We have shouldered a great debt. 
Let me tell you this: that debt will be 
paid to the last farthing. It matters 
not if we consider it fair or unfair. 
Our country’s name has been placed 
to that document and when it is plac- 
ed there it becomes a pledge.”’ 

There are still people over there in 
Great Britain who are foolish enough 
and old fashioned enough to pay for 
what they get and to get nothing they: 
can’t pay for. ‘While other pations | 
are producing statistics to show how 
much greater is their per capita 
wealth than that of Great Britain, how 
many more automobiles they have per 
capita, how many more domestic tel- 
ephones, how much more they spend | 
on amusements, British people are do- | 
ing without these things in order to} 
pay what they owe to their neighbors, | 
the local tradesmen and their creditor | 
nations. 

Paying your way may be a mid- 
Victorian idea, but owing money---‘‘It 
just isn’t done.”
